Kentucky lias 2S,IKI() pensioners 
who are now l,eiii;: cared for by 
the I.oiiisville Pension bureau. 
; Most o' these are from the civil 
I war, Ijut there are veterans of 
jthe Mexican and Indian wars, 
jaiid a {irowiut: repre.sentatirtn 
from the S()anisli- American war, 
Many widows of veterans who 
took part in the war of 1S12 are 
receiving checks quarterly Irom 
the local office and, in spite of 
the diminution to be expected 
from deaths, the decrease in the 
number sent out is small. 

The Louisville office distributes 
11,000,000 each quarter to the 
ponsioners, an average for each 
person of about *1'2 a month. 
That it IS eat;erly received is 
shown by t!ie fact that the 
vouchers are always sent in early 
and in plenty of time for an early 
distribotion. The sending out ot 
the checks takes two weeks. A 
large part of the money goes to 
colored pensioners.

KENTUCKY CROP REPOET. 

Condition of Growing Crops and Proi' 
pcdt Reported by 

el AgricuHwt. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 12— The 
month of April was fair, warm 
and dry, giving the farmers a 
good opportunity to recover some 
of the lost time caused by the bad 
wet weather in March. Toward 
the end of the month there was 
considerable complaint of the 
ground breaking cloddy and was 
hard to ^et in order for corn 
planting. The usual acreage of 
corn will be planted, though a 
little later than usual. The 
wheat crop is fairly good 
throughout the state, only a few 
counties reporting any damage 
to the crop. The acreage of oats 
is below an average ou account 
of ihe lateness of the season be- 
fore they could be sown. Quite 
a number of counties report a 
low per cent on the condition of 
plant beds, caused largely by late 
sowing. The yield of Burley to- 
bacco seems to have increased 
slightly over the crop of 1904, 
while the dark has fallen off 
about 10 per cent in yield. The 
seeding of alfalfa increased 
largely in the first and third di- 
visions of the state, but fell off 
in the second and fifth, the fourth 
not making any report on it. 

There is quite a falling oH' in 
both cattle and hogs being fed for 
market. Grazing cattle and 
stock hogs are also below the 
number at this time last year. 
Lambs are in fair condition, but 
the number for the summer mar- 
ket is less than last year. The 
potato crop is about the usual 
crop in acres. The prospect is 
good for a fair crop of fruits and 
berries.

Measured in days of labor loss 
the at.tlirncite coal strike of 1902 
would probably hoad the list uf 
all strikes. About 140,000 men 
were idle for approximately 140 
workin;; dayp, or a total loss of 
10,000.000 (iays of labor. With 
the exception of the exception of 
the creat coal atrike in En^rland 
in 189a the losses caused bv the 
European strikes are, for the 
most part, much smaller than the 
losses in the great strikes in the 
United States. The losses en- 
tailed on workmen and em- 
ployes by the building strike in 
New York City three years ago 
are placed at over $66,000,000, 
more than half of which- repre- 
senta the loss in wages. In this 
country the average number of 
days lost as a result of strikes iu 
each year from 1881 to 1000 was 
7,100,000 days. The average an- 
iual loss in wageis dorinfr these 
years was 112,500,000. If to all 
these figures could be added the 
total number of persons killed, 
maimed and deserted in the 
coarse of these conflicts we would 
have a total that well might 
prompt the question, Dot?s it i>a.v?

An insane railroad disuatcluT 
has been handlinji; overland 
trains carrying thousands of pas- 
senjzers and without making au 
error. The fact was discovered 
when F. E. Shea, one Of the old- 
est train dispatchers on the Union 
Pacific, was taken in custody at 
Green River, Wyo., last Thurs 
day and declared to be insane.
